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WHAT HAPPENED TO THE ECONOMY DRIVE?

During the spring of this year Congressmen were deluged 
with tons of mail from irate citizens protesting the unneces- 
sarily high Eisenhower Budget, and they were much impressed 
by the sincerity of the individual letter-writers. As a conse- 
quence of this individual citizen-action, certain Congressmen and 
Senators took the lead and stated publicly that the Budget must 
be cut, “Economy” was in the air, . . hitherto pro-Ike news- 
papers blossomed forth, to the great surprise and joy of their 
Conservative readers, with editorials denouncing the Eisenhower

The present Supreme Court has held in favor of Communists 
in every one of its decisions which has anything to do with Com- 
munist activities, : 

Communists are officially recognized as enemies of the United 
States. . .

The Court's wild career leftward since May 17, 1954, was been 
spurred and directed by Chief Justice Earl Warren, From time 
to time, various Supreme Court justices have rejected Warren's

IMPEACHMENT MOVEMENT BEGINS 





The best news to come out of Washington with regard to efforts 
at curbing the Court was the announcement on June 24, 1957, 
that Congressmen Noah N, Mason (Republican, [linois) and 
George W. Andrews (Democrat, Alabama) are sponsoring a move- 
ment to start impeachment proceedings against all members of 
the Supreme Court, 

There is more drive behind this impeachment movement than 
general newspaper coverage indicates, On February 22, 1957, _ 
the General Assembly of Georgia uanaimously adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for impeachment of six members of the Supreme 

Throughout the nation, organizations of various sizes and 
kinds are circulating petitions calling for impeachment of the 
court. In Dallas, Tex., for example, the Public Affairs Club 
(well-established and influential women’s luncheon club) met in 
special session on June 27, 1957, and unanimously adopted a 
resolution asking for impeachment, Two days later, J, Evetts 
Haley, Sr., State Chairman of TEXANS FOR AMERICA (P.O, 
Box 1944, Fort Worth, Tex.), announced that this organization 
will distribute petitions throughout the state, giving individual 
citizens a chance to petition Congress for impeachment of the 
Supreme Court, 

Here is an issue that every citizen CAN do something about: 
at the least, he can make himself heard; if he wants to do more, 
he can sign and circulate a petition demanding impeachment 
of the Supreme Court justices, and mail it to his Congressman.

With both parties socialist-bound, and elections a popularity 
contest sans principles, nonparticipation seems to make sense, 
Not so, Passive resistance does no good, Worse still, it sim- 
plifies elections for the party machines, It makes the ‘‘bought 
vote’* decisive, In short, it has no merit except to indicate 
contempt for rigged elections, without supplying any remedy. 





THE CONSERVATIVE CAN VOTE THE DEMOCRATIC (NEW 
DEAL) TICKET 


This alternative will probably shock many life-long Repub- 
licans, To vote for Democrats, especially New Dealers, seems 
like the height of folly. Many thousands of traditional GOP 
voters obviously followed this tactic in the last election, particu- 
larly in farm states, Undoubtedly many will do so in "58 and 
60, By embracing the New Deal, lock, stock, and barzgl -- be- 
lieve such disgruntled Republicans -- GOP leaders have betrayed 
those who elected them.

THE CONSERVATIVE CAN FIGHT FOR CONSERVATIVE CON-

Many conservatives are impressed by the claim that their 
only hope is to vote Republican and work in the GOP for a 
change of direction, The apparent advantages of this tactic 
need to be considered, 

The Republican party has historically been a conservative 
party. It has always commanded the allegiance of most con- 
servatives outside of the South. Conservatives still make up 
the great bulk of its members. Moreover, at state and local 
levels many true conservatives still hold party office, In view 
of these factors, is it not wise for conservatives to work in the 
GOP to regain control by conservative leaders? 

However attractive this course may seem, history warns us 
with several sensational failures. Consider conservatives who 
supported Hitler in Germany, They expected that, ‘*by going 
along," they could remold and redirect his policies towards 
conservatism -- so reports a disillusioned Herman Rauschning. 
Instead, they were used as Judas goats tobring the stolid German 
rank and file under Hitler’s spell, Their conservative support

As this summary indicates, the alternatives facing conserva- 
tives all have problems. None of them offers a simple and 
easy solution for the question, “Where Do Conservatives Go 
From Here?** 

In the past few weeks a great awakening has occurred among 
millions of these people, They see as a reality today what they 
would have dismissed as a bad dream only six months ago -- 
THE SPECTACLE OF TWO MAJOR PARTIES CONTROLLED

LOW POLICIES THAT INEVITABLY END IN SOCIALISM, 

The American people do not willingly march into socialism, 
honestly labelled as such, But they cannot stop that march until 
the correct tactics for resistance are found and utilized, The 
time has come when conservatives should study and discuss 
the four alternatives offered above.
